If allthese recommen- 
dations were carried out, and: the reductions 
contemplated effected, there ig no doubt that a 
considerable saving would have rtsulted. | The 
salary ofthe Adjutant—or rather the pay he now,

. Chief Inspector is $1,440; and that of the Store 
sergeant $624. altogether $3264: The Governor 
did not contemplate that ali this would be saved, 
‘ag he ‘proposed to increase the salary of Mr, 
Horspool, as Assistant Superintendent, by $560, 
oqlso that a musketry instructor should be 
appointed at the salary you are now asked to 
provide--$720, This would take $1280 off the 
sum saved, leaving $1984.

THE BURNING OF TRE 
“ PAOCHING.”-.,

“The following is the finding ‘of the Naval 
Court of Inquiry at Shanghai.on the 4th inst. 
held to inquire into the circumstances attending 
the destruction by fire of the’ ateampship 
Paoching :— . 3 

The Paoching was a steam-vessel, schooner 
rigged, of 1,410 tons registered tonnage. Official 
number 72,814 ; ‘built at'Shanghai in 1889 and 
belonging to the port of Shanghai. 

It appears from the evidence given before this 


-Court that she sailed from Shanghai on or 


about the 2gth May. 1899, for. Hankew with a 
general cargo, and a crew off thirty-two hands, 
all told, as weil as passengers, probably between 
go and 60. ; ; ; 
That about 25 miles from, Woosung, when 
stecring'a N.W. course, fire was discovered of 
the: starboard side of the main deck before the 
engine room, : ' 
From the evidence the Court are of opinion:—. 
That the fire origiaated in the cargo, causing 
the ship to bé entirely destroyed. ‘ ' 
That the master appears to have navigated his 
vessel in a’searjanlike and proper manner, and 
when ihe casualty occurred, did everything in 
his power, with the limited means at his disposal, 
to save the ship and prssengers, viz, by attempt- 
ing to beach the vessel, and extinguish the 
flames with the fire hose and'buckets. . 
‘That, owing to the rapid spread of the flames 
‘and smoke, the engines could no longer be 
worked, whereby it became impossible to carry 
out the above intentions, . ” 
“That proper cfforts were then made by the 
master to save the lives of the passengers and 
crew, by anchoring, and lowering such boats as 
were available, ; : 
That the chief mate, Mr. E, Christiansen, 
second mate, Mr. E Strondabl, the chief 
engineer, Mr. H. Dalgarne, and the: second 
enginecr, Mr. David Wilson, did their duty and 


‘remained at their respective posts as long as 


possible, and did their best to carry out the 
master’s orders. ' : 

That the Court desires especially to direct the, 
attention of the Board of Trade to the fact, that 
they consider thé appllances for extinguishing 
fire andthe number and capacity of the boats,” 
considering the number of people carried, were 
quite inadequate; that the regulations, if any, for 
stowing dangerous cargo do not appear to havc 
been known by the officers responsible; that the 
officers and crew had. never been exercised at 
fire stations;, and that, if they had been 50 
organised, the ‘fire engine might bave- been:

Commissioner acting as intermediary counselled

they are to have the permission to use Chinese 
bosts or to build after Chinese p gone still 
employing: Chinese boatmen and giving the 
Szechuan people . the’ ‘means of obtaining 
a'livelihood, AH this advantage is due to 
the. fact. that. the Tsung-li Yamén have 
gone back and forth discussing these matters 
‘until their lips are ‘parched and their pens 
are worn out, ‘Therefore Iet all the Sze- 
chuan people take heed and be governed 
accordingly without further opposition. Should 


there be' any obstinately disobedient who on |’ 


pretexis collect a crowd and create a disturbance, 
we will surely seize the ringleaders’ and their 
followers and, in accordance with the Inws in 
the case of the assembling of banditti, severely 
punish and that, without mercy. Do not then 
say that we have ‘not warocd you. ‘In order 
that each may take careful heed and not disobey 
bave we issued this proclamation.” 

The proclamation speaks for’ itself, So, as 
appears on the face of it, it is intended.to put an 
end to all further talk about steamers coming to 
Chungking. Can any one read it without bein 
dceply touched at the evidences of tender paternal 
interest manifested by the Chinese government 
in the Szechuan people ? Steamers are not to be 
permitted ‘to come for fear of collision with the 
native. boats.
